REPORTER’S REFLECTIONS 
—Hie erudite columnist of th e 
Ch icago Daily News, Sy dney J. 
Harris, recently q uoted words of 
a Gustave Le Bon, wh o, accord­ 
ing to Harris, many y ears ago 
said, “Science h as promised us 
truth . . . It h as never promised 
us eith er peace or h appiness.” 
Th is is an astute observation 
th at often escapes us. 
Th ere h as never been any as­ 
surance th at it is better to know 
th an not to, in terms of our 
peace or h appiness, often, in fact, 
th e opposite h as been ex peri­ 
enced. 
Th at ignorance is bliss, is not 
•n idle say ing. 
Ignorance, like innocence, once 
lost cannot be redeemed. 
T h e quest 
for knowledge 
man’s curiosity urges upon him 
may make man uneasy about 
his ignorance but it carries no 
other promise, titan that he can 
know. 
Th e q uote Harris recalled re­ 
minds us of two biblical q uota­ 
tions attributed to Jesus, wh o is 
reported to h ave declared, “I 
h ave not come to bring peace 
but a sword.” 
In anoth er contex t Jesus is 
remembered as say ing, “You will 
know th e truth and th e truth will 
make y ou free.” 
Th is is all about th e same 
tiling, wh eth er it is better to 
know. 
Wh y is th ere any possibility of 
unh appiness in replacing ignor­ 
ance with knowledge? 
Th e answer is found, among 
Other places, in “Jesus’ sword.” 
Knowledge commits us to ac­ 
tion that may be thwarted by 
our 
emotional 
inability 
to 
mov e in accordance with the 
knowledge gained. 
Th is makes us feel guilty . 
Truth known cannot be forgot­ 
ten or ignored with out incurring 
guilt feelings. If we are as pow­ 
erless to remove th e emotional 
block to action as we are to for­ 
get truth we h ave learned, our 
guilt becomes virtually unbear­ 
able. 
Knowledge say s, “You fool.” 
Emotion say s, “y ou can't even 
consider th at.” 
Our only escape is to sidestep 
th e guilt by suppressing it. 
To suppress guilt feeling is to 
die a little bit, spiritually . 
When J esus said he brought 
a sword and not peace, he was 
talking about commitment. He 
suggested one who heard his 
truth could not turn back. 
Jesus, in th e same contex t, 
say s a person wh o finds h is life 
will lose it unless th at life is com­ 
mitted “for Jesus’s sake.” 
Wh at Jesus say s is man wh o 
h as been ch allenged to commit 
h imself on account of truth h e 
h as discovered and fails to ac­ 
cept th e ch allenge, will “lose h is 
life.” 
Man’s ability to commit h im­ 
self to truth h e finds h olds th e 
key to'wh eth er it will bring h im 
peace and h appiness or wh eth er 
it will prove to be better h ad h e 
not known.

They will not cause 
cancer and may help to prev ent 
It but, if y ou hav e a cancer, it 
may be necessary to stop taking 
the estrogen. 
Q—Does taking hormones for 
the menopause prolong or shorten 
the change?

The Chinese have been known 
to march them up a mountain and 
into the churning cavity of a live 
volcano. Americans, for decades 
“ closeted” them or. put them 
away in warehouses for human 
beings. 
This, quite frankly, was the leg­ 
acy facing the mentally retarded 
until a few years ago. The hu­ 
mane and compassionate side of 
all of us compelled society to do 
something about the situation. Il­ 
linoisans have responded, along 
with responsible people across the 
nation. 
For the more than 330,000 men­ 
tally retarded 
citizens of this 
state there is hope in the future. 
It is a future in which they will 
enjoy life to the extent of their 
abilities. 
Institution staffs have joined 
with community leaders in plan­ 
ning for a brighter day for the re 
tarded. We are no longer satis­ 
fied with providing a bed, some 
clothes and food for our institu­ 
tionalized retardates. Nor are we 
satisfied that those remaining in 
the communities are not given ad 
equate programs for training, em­ 
ployment and recreation. 
Historically the greatest enemy 
of the retarded has been ignor­ 
ance. The kind of ignorance that 
passed judgment that the retard­ 
ed were cursed. For most of us 
the dictionary definition of “ re 
tarded” provides adequate under 
standing. “ To retard” means to 
hinder, delay, or slow the progress 
of.” 


The retarded person has slowed 
mental development. His ability 
to learn, think and remember has 
been retarded. 


At the institution level 
plans 
are being made. Our first goal is 
to increase our staff to meet mini­ 
mal standards set forth by the 
American Association of Mental 
Deficiency. They say the Dixon 
State School is at least 40 per 
cent 
understaffed. 
The 
second 
goal 
is to reduce 
our patient 
population. The certified bed cap­ 
acity of this facility is about 3,200. 
With about 5.000 residents on the 
rolls we are 50 per cent over­ 
crowded. 
Another 1.300 
persons 
are on 
our waiting list. 
We have miles to go before all 
the serious problems of program­ 
ming are eliminated. But we haye 
come a long way in recent years. 
Despite the size of the school, 
old buildings and staff shortages 
we have won recognition as one 
of the more progressive institu­ 
tions in the nation. 
The parents of our residents are 
included in the treatment team, 
as evidenced by our award win­ 
ning “ Mom and 
Dad 
on 
the 
Treatment Team” program. 
We are taking full advantage 
of enabling federal legislation, in­ 
cluding the so-called anti-poverty 
program. 
Neighborhood 
Youth 
Corpsmen and Foster Grandpar­ 
ents now have jobs, and the care 
and treatment of our residents 
have been improved by their pre­ 
sence. 
Programs have been improved 
in recreation, education, job train
